1. That. we Would difference our ſelves from them by our 
callings and buſineſs : as that is not cf this world, ſo we ſhould 
not” be, but like men abftirated with the hopes and promotions 
of another ; neither drowning our ſelves in the agitations of this 


. life, nor devoted to pragmacy or policy : Let us give up our gain 


attendarce to reading, doctrine and exhortation, 1 Tim, 4.13. 
And not xooplixas perrrid a; drarxayPfdyrny, as the Apdliles: Cas 
nons phraſes it, to the revolving the affairs of the world in our 
minds ; you know how many of the ancient Canons forbids the 
implication of regulars in ſeculars, commands them- wholly to 
attend on divine miniftrations ; I ſhall burpoint at their inſtan- 
ces, becauſe I doubt not better known te you than my ſelf : An- 
cient Canons excluded us from Merchandtzing, Farming, War- 
ring, from being Guardians, Executors, Gudying the Lav and 
Phyſick, that thoſe might not be pretences of avocation to our 
ſelves or ſcandal to others. The Apoſtle to Timothy, 2 Tim. 2.4. 
ſayes, no man going to War ſhould entangle himſelf with the 
affairs of this life ; the word is jyTa6x#7e:, on which an-Ancient 
thus deſcants ; the word, ſaith he, istaken from an Adder lying 
in the way, which does firſt deceive us by her innocent appear- 
ance ; Secondly, retard us by fetterring us in our- courſe 3 But 
thirdly doth ſting us with Mottiferous poyſon- : So hard a 
"nm is it for -us innecently to mingle our ſelves with the 
world. 

2, Go beyond them in holyneſs: The Scripture calls us An- 
gells, let usJabour to be ſo in putity ; to heal with the tongue 
onely is an eafie way of Phyſick, and that which a dog cati do as 
well as we : Tis the Scripture record, that before the Prieſt 
went in to offer for the people, he was to waſh himſelf firſt in 
the greatſea or layour ; anda Jew has this notenpon it, that it 
Wasall made of looking-glaſs metal, that ſo the Prieſt might ſee 
and waſh off every ſpot in himſelf, who was to offer up prayers 
for the fins of others-: If Moſes by cenverſing with God once

look up"! God when we mult anſwer for thoſe who periſh with 
ours z——ſas eſt & ab Hoſte docers. 

Let'us bz awakened by the induſtry of thoſe that have taken 
ſo- much pains to ſeduce to error ; and let not any- do more a- 
gaint God, than we ſhall be ready to do for hun : Shall any 
falſe light (thoſe zgnes farm) outſhirie the fixed ftars whom God 
holds,in his right hand ; our peoples neceſſities are great, that 
we ſhould ply them with Cordials after ſuch plentifull vials 
of poyſon exhauſted, and ſo long floating in their veins: their 
expeRations are great from us, that at ſuch a general Reſurre&i- 
on from the dead as this is, they ſhould hear the Angels ever 
whers ſounding their Trumpets ; That our ſound ſhould go for 
into all lands, and our lines even unto the utmoſt parts of the 
earth + Prudence and Juftice to our ſelves. calls for ſomething 
more -than ordinary ſedulity : that may undo the hard fate of 
20, years prejudice that has ſetzed upon us, and: by undeniable 
teſtimonies be able to confront their falſe preſcriptions; the ſe- 
cureſt men among us, and that are reſolyed ta ſleep, love to hear 
that their dogs are abroad and darking. =» |
